They built few railways, for the 
country was too small.

Seven coun- 
tries were involved—Belgium, Hol- 
land, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Switzerland, Luxembourg.

Despairingly the two states- 
men said they must consult the 
King; he -was waiting up at his 
palace in Copenhagen—a fact of 
which the German Minister was 
fully aware. 

Condescendingly he informed 
Stauning and Munch that he 
would accompany them, “for, as 
you know, gentlemen, the time is 
short.” 

He waited in an ante-room, 
smiling to himself, while the King 
conferred with his Ministers, In 
three-quarters of an hour the two

reached twelve hundred. 

Even in Copenhagen itself there 
was bloodshed Enemy soldiers 
moving up to capture the Royal 
Palace were fired upon by the 
guard, three of whom were mown 
down by a machine-gun.

In one house an elderly couple, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Hughes, remained 
in their back bedroom when the 
warning sounded, but a daughter 
with her child took refuge in an 
Anderson shelter. 

The house was demolished by a 
direct hit. Mr. and Mrs. Hughes 
were killed.

Mr. and Mrs, Leonard Mosley, 
with their two boys, aged three 
and five, were in their front 
room. The mother and her two 
sons were killed outright.
